Development 
deets a point 
and click away 


PDC. Dalhousie-based 
group launches site to 
track, map HRM projects 


Halifax residents now have a 
one-stop shop for information 
on all developments in the 
urban core, complete with 
details about proposals and 
who’s building what. 

The Planning and Design 
Centre (PDC) Construction 
Site provides an interactive 
map of projects within the 
HRMbyDesign downtown 
area, colour-coded by stage of 
completion. 

“If people are trying to 
understand what’s happen¬ 
ing in my neighbourhood, or 
what’s going to happen with 
that hole in the ground, they 
know they can go to this place 
and get good, quality, up-to-

date information and figure 
out what the plan is,” said 
PDC operations director Ross 
Soward on Monday. 

Soward said information 
about development projects 
can be scattered among web¬ 
sites for HRM and individual 
developers, and it isn’t always 
easy to find. 

By providing it on a single 
site, Soward said the PDC 
hopes to “raise the level” of 
discussion around planning 
and development issues in 
general, but also with a specif¬ 
ic focus on the public meet¬ 
ings held before a developer 
applies for a permit. 


“We want to bring deci¬ 
sion-making more out into 
the open, so we want people 
to feel as though they’re 
much more part of the plan¬ 
ning process and not that de¬ 
cisions are being made in the 
backroom,” said Soward. 

He said a project like the 
Nova Centre might have bene¬ 
fited from communicating de¬ 
signs to the public via the site. 

“People didn’t have a clue 
what was going on there. It 
was a hole in the ground for 
over a year,” he said. “We 
know they’re digging ... but 
we don’t know what the next 
stage is in terms of final ap¬ 
provals and things like that.” 

Currently the site contains 
information gathered by PDC 
staff from public sources, but 
Soward said it’s hoped that de¬ 
velopers will eventually start 
uploading their own plans to 
the site, ruth davenport/metro

The president of the Halifax 
Taxi Drivers Owners Asso¬ 
ciation is renewing his call 
for security cameras in cabs 
after a driver was assaulted 
and had his car stolen in 
Dartmouth. 

A 35-year-old driver was 
assaulted in Dartmouth early 
Sunday by five passengers 
who demanded money and 
stole the taxi when the driver 
leaped out to seek help. 


A1 DesLaurier said this 
type of incident happens all 
too often, and many times, 
the situation escalates. 

“This is an incident that 
happens twice a week. You 
usually hear of gun play or 
knife play as well,” he said on 
Monday. 

DesLaurier said at least 
one major cab company in 
Halifax is taking a serious 
look at financing the security 
cameras, but he wouldn’t say 
which one. 

Casino Taxi’s operations 
manager said it is looking at 
various options, but nothing 
is definite yet. 

“We’re looking into a lot 
of things, but nothing is on 
the horizon yet,” Brian Her-

man said. 

The victim in Sunday’s 
incident suffered only minor 
injuries, but DesLaurier said 
the attack, like so many 
others, could have been pre¬ 


vented if there was a camera 
present in the cab. 

“A camera could have pre¬ 
vented the assassination of 
(cab driver Sergei Kostin) over 
in Dartmouth a few years ago 
as well,” he said. 

DesLaurier said cameras 
can deter violent criminals, 
but also provide evidence in 
court for accidents and as¬ 
saults against drivers. 

“If you have a camera on 
the dash, that’s the judge 
and jury right there,” he 
said. “Even if there’s an ac¬ 
cident or if you have a driver 
that angers someone and a 
woman says, ‘Oh, he touched 
me’, the camera would end 
the stoiy.”

The stages are dark, guitars 
are unplugged and fans have 
headed home, but the East 
Coast Music Week has left its 
mark on Halifax. 

While the festival has 
ended, Gordon Stewart, the 
executive director of the Res¬ 
taurant Association of Nova 
Scotia, said visitors gave the 
city’s economy a “good shot 
in the arm.” 

“It’s a good crowd to be 
in town at that time of year,” 
Stewart said on Monday. 

“Everyone seemed to be 
doing really, really well and 


a lot of places were just jam- 
packed and full, and hadn’t 
been that full in a while.” 

Stewart said hosting the 
ECMAs is “definitely bet¬ 
ter” than the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Busker Festival for 
the city’s bar and restau¬ 
rant scene because so many 
events are held at the estab¬ 
lishments themselves. 

“It’s a lot of concentra¬ 
tion right in the actual oper¬ 
ations,” Stewart said. “That 
really has a big payback 
overall.” 

For Halifax pop-musician 
Rich Aucoin, having the 
awards in his own city was 
“very convenient” and a 
great way to see long-dis¬ 
tance friends. 

“It’s like having a house 
party that you don’t have to 
go to, and luckily I don’t have 
to clean up after,” Aucoin 
said with a grin before the 
awards show on Sunday.

Veteran Prince Edward 
Island musician Lennie Gal¬ 
lant received a 25th-anniver- 
sary award alongside artists 
such as Natalie MacMaster 
and the Barra MacNeils. 

Gallant said while it’s 
nice the ECMAs have had 
the impact they’ve had over 
the years, he added trophies 
aren’t the important thing.

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Former mayor Kelly settles 
with Thibeault heirs 



Former Halifax mayor Peter 
Kelly has reached a settle¬ 
ment with the other heirs 
of a woman who died more 
than eight years ago, having 
named him the executor of 
her will. 

“Mediation was success¬ 
ful and the Probate Court 
was so advised,” says a re¬ 
lease issued Monday by the 
law firm Boyne Clarke. “The 
Court has now issued an Or¬ 
der confirming approval of 
Mr. Kelly’s accounts and his 
discharge as personal repre¬ 
sentative.” 

Kelly was removed as 
executor of Mary Thibeault’s 
estate in September when 
five of the other heirs went to 
probate court to protest his 
handling of the will. 

Kelly took $145,000 from 
the estate in addition to the 
five per cent allocated to him 
as executor of the will. He 
returned the funds in March 
2012, shortly after an expose 
on the Thibeault estate in The 
Coast. 

A hearing was scheduled 
in probate court last week 
to review Kelly’s account¬ 


ing of the estate, but it was 
postponed when lawyers for 
Kelly and the other five heirs 
reached a settlement. 

A probate court judge ap¬ 
proved the settlement on 
Monday, but details won’t be 
revealed. 

“The terms of the settle¬ 


ment are confidential,” 
says the release from Boyne 
Clarke. 

“The personal representa¬ 
tives, their counsel and the 
heirs are not at liberty to 
disclose any of the terms of 
settlement.”

Police in Halifax are re¬ 
minding motorists to take 
their keys with them when 
leaving their vehicles. 

Between Nov. 1, 2012, and 
March 7 of this year, Halifax 
RCMP say 43 vehicles were 
stolen in Tantallon, Cole Har¬ 
bour and Lower Sackville. 
In 17 of the thefts, motor¬ 
ists left their keys inside the 
vehicles. 

“The numbers are increas¬ 


ingly high — 40 per cent is 
too many,” spokesman Cpl. 
Scott MacRae said. 

He said car thieves are 
looking for an easy hit — 
vehicles left open so they 
can take items and sell them 
for cash or go on joyrides 
and use them for brealc-and- 
enters. 

“We’ve had suspects 
caught saying they go around 
and check for open doors,” 
he said. 

MacRae said the keys are 
usually left in the ignition or 


someplace owners think is 
hidden. 

Police want to remove 
any opportunity would- 
be thieves have to steal 
vehicles, which, in turn, will 
keep streets safer, they say. 
MacRae suggests people tap 
into social media and the 
RCMP to educate themselves 
and spread the word. 

“People who talk about it, 
hopefully, will think more, 
and we encourage people to 
look at social-media sites,” 
he said.

Authorities said Ram Singh, 
who was accused of driving the 
bus during the December at¬ 
tack, was in a cell with three 
other inmates at Tihar Jail in 
New Delhi when he hanged 
himself, either with his own 
clothes or a bedsheet, at about 
5:30 a.m. 

“This is suicide,” Home Min¬ 
ister Sushilkumar Shinde said. 
But Singh’s family and lawyer 
alleged foul play.

Singh, 33, had been among 
five defendants facing the 
death penalty if convicted of 
the rape attack, which horri¬ 
fied Indians and set off national 
protests. A sixth accused is be¬ 
ing tried and jailed separately 
because he is a juvenile. 

Singh’s death in custody 
raised further questions about 
a criminal justice system al¬ 
ready under attack for failing 
to protect the nation’s women.

Lawyers want closed Magnotta hearing 



Accused of murder and 
dismembering. Counsel 
says letting public stay 
may prevent a fair trial 


Lawyers for the man accused 
of murdering a Chinese stu¬ 
dent and dismembering his 
body want the media and 
public barred from his pre¬ 
liminary hearing. 

The evidence presented 
Monday supporting the mo¬ 
tion by lawyers for Luka 
Rocco Magnotta is subject to 
a publication ban. 

Magnotta’s legal team, led 
by Toronto-based lawyer Luc 
Leclair, argue the only people 
who should be allowed to re¬ 
main in the courtroom are 
the prosecutors, the judge 
and a court clerk. 

They say it’s necessary to 
guarantee a fair trial. 

Magnotta has pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of first-de¬ 
gree murder in the slaying of 
Jun Lin last May. The prelim¬ 
inary hearing will determine 
whether there is enough evi¬ 
dence to send him to trial. 

A handful of journalists 
were able to cram into a 


high-security room, with as 
many as 30 people in a spill¬ 
over room in another part of 
the courthouse. Some media 
members lined up before the 
crack of dawn to get inside. 

Those present at the court¬ 


house included Daran Lin, 
the victim’s father, who trav¬ 
elled from China. 

A lawyer representing 
Lin’s parents said he supports 
the media’s fight to keep the 
hearing open. 


Mark Bantey, a lawyer 
representing several media 
organizations, said the auto¬ 
matic publication ban that 
comes with a preliminaiy 
hearing “covers all the evi¬ 
dence (and) is more than suf¬ 


ficient to protect the rights of 
the accused to a fair trial.” 

Quebec court Judge Lori- 
Renee Weitzman is expected 
to rule on the matter Tuesday 
morning.

Court Justice Milton Tin¬ 
gling writes that loopholes 
“effectively defeat the 
stated purpose” of the rule.

Real estate. Following 
decade of strong gains, 
report says it's time for 
a bit of payback 


Canada’s real estate bonanza 
of the past decade has come 
to an end and the long-term 
trend as one of the most profit¬ 
able places to invest is also not 
encouraging, a new research 
paper from TD Bank argues. 

The “special report” from 
one of Canada’s largest banks 
makes the case that gains in 
housing prices have been ex¬ 
ceptionally strong over the last 
10 years, even when account¬ 
ing for a sharp drop during the 
2008-09 recession. But now is 
the time for a bit of a payback. 

The report does not predict 
a collapse in house prices as 
some analysts have suggested. 
In fact, it sees prices rebound¬ 
ing after a few years of a correc¬ 
tion to as high as eight per cent. 

However, the longer term 
trend is for home price gains 


to average about two per cent 
over the next 10 years — flat 
once inflation is taken into ac¬ 
count, says TD chief economist 
Craig Alexander. 

“I do not think we have a 
housing bubble in Canada,” 
said Alexander. “We have had 


abnormal strength in the mar¬ 
ket during a period of low inter¬ 
est rates and when rates go up 
over the next three years, you 
will get a cooling and weaker 
prices, but not a permanent 
shock and not a sharp correc¬ 
tion.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Growth. OECD 
says Canada’s 
economy isn’t 
tops among G7 

The Organization for Economic 
Co-operation and Development 
says Canada’s economy is in a 
funk and may no longer be a 
leader among G7 industrialized 
nations in terms of growth. 

The OECD’s latest analysis 
of the global economy cites 
firming growth in the U.S. and 
Japan, as well as improving 
prospects for Germany. It says 
Canada’s conditions point to 
continued growth but at a 
weak pace. 

Ottawa has long boasted 
that Canada’s growth was tops 
among the Group of Seven 
industrialized economies fol¬ 
lowing the 2008-09 recession. 
But Canada’s growth has been 
losing steam amid declining 
prices for key resource exports 
as well as a slower real estate 
market and other domestic 
factors. 

A group of about a dozen 
Canadian economists advised 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty 
last week to expect growth will 
remain below two per cent in

FACE IT: YOU LOVE YOURSELF 


Ever wonder why some couples click, while 
others malfunction like an old Xbox 360? 

The answer might be staring you in the 
face. 

We’re hardwired to seek out people whose 
features resemble our own, thanks to the 
part of our brain — the fusiform gyrus re¬ 
gion, to be precise — devoted to facial recog¬ 
nition. We’re put at ease by familiarity and in¬ 
clined to trust someone with a face that re¬ 
minds us of our own, so says Christina Bloom, 
founder of findyourfacemate.com, a dating 
site that pairs singles based on facial-recogni¬ 
tion technology. 

There’s a certain kind of vain gratification 
that comes from looking at yourself in the 
mirror, so it’s not that hard to believe that we’d want to repli¬ 
cate that pleasure when gazing at the person lying next to us 
in bed. We’ve all seen those doppelganger couples whose re¬ 
semblance is so uncanny they could be mistaken for brother 


and sister. And while the desire to partner up 
with someone who looks just like us might 
seem completely narcissistic, there are ac¬ 
tually subconscious biological drives at work. 

Bloom says there are a few competing sci¬ 
entific theories that explain why we’re at¬ 
tracted to people who look like us. “Some 
theories relate to imprinting, some to trust 
and others to narcissism,” says Bloom. “Scien¬ 
tists don’t agree on exactly why it works, we 
only know for sure that it does.” 

Launched in 2011, Bloom’s dating site is 
based on studies of positive assortive mating. 
Researchers took physical measurements of 
married couples — including cranial and fa¬ 
cial features — and found significant correla¬ 
tions in more than half of the numbers. 

The site uses a unique algorithm to analyze 67 different fa¬ 
cial points and match up would-be couples. 

“It is a very nuanced matrix with a primary focus on the

outline of the face and the placement of features,” says 
Bloom. It’s not necessarily the size of your nose or the colour 
of your eyes that matters but how those facial features are ar¬ 
ranged and overall face shape.

Life of Pi

With Life of Pi, Oscar- 
winning director Ang 
Lee has a simple goal. He 
wants us to accept as real a 
computer-generated Bengal 
tiger by the odd name of 
Richard Parker. The request 
is simple, the effect is 
extraordinaiy. Other things 
may seem in doubt in this 
delightful, rousing tale 
of a teen and a tiger on a 
Pacific Ocean adventure. 
Based on the Man Booker 
Prize-winning novel by 
Canada’s Yann Martel, the 
film leaves its options open 
and hopes that our minds 
will be, too. You may or 
may not leave a viewing of 
Life of Pi with an enhanced 
appreciation of mankind’s 
delicate relationship with 
animals and nature. Your 
belief (or disbelief) in an 
all-powerful deity may be 
confirmed or quashed. Your 
definition of “truth” may 
need revising. But the film’s 
visual marvels are undeni¬ 
able. Like the book, Life of 
Pi leaves us puzzling over 
what we’ve seen and heard. 
But never for a moment do 
we doubt the film’s expres¬ 
sive stoiytelling, imageiy 
and sense of wonder.

Lara Croft’s makeover 



Tomb Raider. Reboot 
of classic video game 
franchise sees its 
heroine morph from

Indiana Jones with big boobs: 
That summed up the basic 
appeal of Tomb Raider, the 
best-selling video game fran¬ 
chise that launched in 1996. 
The reboot, out now, has a 
less-busty Lara Croft. Why the 
change? 

“What we start with, any¬ 
time you create a character, 
is their biography,” Brian 
Horton, senior art director 
of Tomb Raider at Ciystal Dy¬ 
namics, tells Metro. 

“We knew Lara was this 
kick butt hero, but we felt 
she’d become more of an icon 
and less of a human. People 
didn’t have much affinity for 
her. 

“So our challenge was to 
come up with a concept that 
was relatable but at the same 
time, felt iconic.” 

Survival is the main theme 
here, something that allowed 
the game developers to revisit 
Crofts’ origin story. 

“We made it so that she 
wasn’t necessarily focused on 
being the sheltered aristocrat¬ 
ic girl,” says Horton. 

“She’s 21 and just out 
of university. She still has 
famous archaeologist parents 
but there was a point where 
she just stuck out on her own. 
Whatever comes at her, she’s 
going to do what it takes to 
get through it.” 

Horton talks us through 
Lara Croft’s makeover. 


How did the game develop¬ 
ers go about handling Lara’s 
makeover? 

After we knew who she was, 
we went through a series 
of drawings, about 60 in 
total. The first step was to 
humanize her. In terms of 
her proportions, she wasn’t 
as much of a bombshell. We 
kept some of the signature 


components: the ponytail, 
the brown eyes and the full 
M-shaped lips, but we made 
it much more realistic in its 
treatment. 

Was it all based on these 
drawings? Or did you use a 
real life model? 

We used one girl for her 
face and one for her body. 


We wanted someone nor¬ 
mal, not a pin up. We 
chose models that had body 
fat to them; that weren’t 
super skinny. The body 
model is actually a stunt¬ 
woman with a really 
proportional, athletic phy¬ 
sique. 

At what point were you like: 
“We nailed it! We have the 
new Lara.” 

Once we have our concept 
and our model, it comes 
down to the way she per¬ 
forms in the world. When 
she’s hurt, she’ll clutch her 
side. When she’s in a claus¬ 
trophobic cage, she’ll touch 
the walls. Adding Camilla 
Luddington (the British ac¬ 
tress who did the voice and 
performance capture for 
the cinematics) to bring her 
to life was a huge part of 
the equation. That’s where 
the believability came in. 
And even though she wasn’t 
the model that inspired the 
look of it, when you look at 
Lara Croft on screen, there’s 
a lot of Camilla in her. 

The “old” Lara Croft is 
famous for her bust. The 
same can’t be said of this 
version. What did you take 
her bra size down to? 

I don’t even know. It’s not 
something I even think 
about. Before, there was so 
much emphasis on what 
her bra size was ... We never 
understood the fascination.

Get ripped like a Navy SEAL 




I play a Navy SEAL on Nikita 
and these guys are all about 
functionality. The muscular 
Schwarzenegger types could 
never make it through the 
training I do — it’s too much 
wasted energy for your body 
to fuel all that extra weight. 

These exercises will give 
you a useful body. You’ll be 
a workhorse with great mus¬ 
cular endurance and explo¬ 
sive power. Keep changing it 
up. Keep your body guessing. 
Keep it interesting and you’ll 
keep coming back for more. 

Bodybuilders 

Grab a set of dumbbells and, 
holding onto them, position 
yourself at the top of a push¬ 
up. Do a full push-up, then 
kick your feet to your hands. 
Stand straight up, keeping 
your back straight and lifting 
with your legs. You’ll be in the 
perfect position to do a curl, so 
do one. Then press the weights 
up so your palms are facing 
forward and the inside of the 
dumbbells are in line with the 
tops of your shoulders. Keep¬ 
ing your weight on your heels, 
do a full squat. At the top of 
the squat do a military press 
(pushing the weights over your 
head and lowering them back 
down). Then lower the weights 
back down until they’re on 
the ground and kick your legs 
back behind you until you’re 
at the top of a pushup. 

Mountain climbers 

Again you start at the top of a 
push-up. Keeping your hands 


on the ground, bring your 
right leg forward so you look 
like a sprinter about to start a 
race. Switch your left leg with 
your right — do it as fast as you 
can for a minute (you’ll look 
like you’re basically running 
on the spot with your hands 
on the ground). This exercise is 
great cardio and it blasts your 
calves, shoulders and triceps. 
And it’s a killer ab workout. 

Dumbbell punches 

This one sounds easy, but it’ll 
kill you. Grab a set of dumb¬ 
bells. Stand with your feet a bit 
wider than shoulder width (or 
into a comfortable fighting pos¬ 
ition, like a boxer). Lean back 
slightly, get your hands into 
boxer-ready position and start 
punching up at 45 degrees. Do 
it for a minute. If you need to 
stop ($20 says you will), instead 
of resting quickly grab lighter 
weights and keep going. This 
is good for the heart and will 
rip your shoulders. And if you 
ever need to punch somebody 
in the face, your arms will feel 
like sledgehammers. Do it for a 
minute, no rest. Next! 

Lunge with a twist 

Grab a medicine ball. Lunge 
with your right leg. Keep 
your back straight and twist 
to the right. Back to starting 
position. Lunge again with 
your right leg and twist to 
the left. Repeat with the left 
leg. As a plyometric variation, 
start in a lunge position, right 
leg forward, body twisted to 
the right, quickly jump and 


switch your feet, twisting in 
the process. Tiy to do it for 
a minute. If you can’t finish, 
lose the medicine ball and 
keep going. Guys, this will 
give you a hockey player’s ass 
and cut-up quads (ladies, this 
one will give you those per¬ 
fect sexy summer legs that I 
like). It’s also a great calorie 
burner. I love this one since 
it keeps me quick on my toes 
and gives me strong, respon¬ 


sive legs and feet for my fight¬ 
ing and action scenes. 

Inverted rows 

It’s not all about “mirror mus¬ 
cles” — you’re not strong if 
you don’t have a strong back. 
So grab some dumbbells, bend 
your knees slightly and lean 
forward, keeping your back 
straight and the weights hang-

Beating 

boredom 

My workouts have become 
all about maintaining 
interest. After hitting the 
gym for 14 years straight 
it starts to get old, so 
I’ve learned to adapt and 
change as I go. 

I start with 30 to 45 
minutes of cardio, but tiy 
to keep my body guessing. 
I’ll sometimes do an HUT 
workout on the treadmill 
with some interval training 
— the issue here is making 
sure I give myself enough 
time to recover. 

After cardio I’ll do a five- 
minute ab circuit. I’ve been 
setting up a “round timer” 
on my iPhone. I’ll do five 
different ab exercises at 
a minute each with little 
rest in between (10 seconds 
max): bicycle crunches, 
flutter kicks, scissor kicks, 
the ab roller and drop 
elbows (look this one up — 
it’s a grind). 


ing naturally out in front of 
you. Pull the weights back as 
far as you can — you should 
feel like you’re pinching your 
shoulder blades together. Hold 
for a second, then slowly lower 
back down. This will work 
most of your upper back. Sec- 
ondaiy muscles at work are bi¬ 
ceps and shoulders. Do it for a 
minute. Keep your knees bent 
so you don’t put too much 
stress on your lower back.

Tax myths that can cost you 


Not tnie! Falling for these 
financial fallacies can get 
you into quite the pickle 
when it comes time for 
the taxman to go over 
your paperwork 



For the past few years H&R

lowest marginal tax rate. De¬ 
pending on tax credits, you 
may have tax owing at the 
end of the year. 

2 . RRSP contributions don’t 
have to be reported if the 
deduction isn’t claimed. 

Even if you aren’t claiming a de¬ 
duction for the contributions, 
you are still required to record 
the fact that you made them. 
“If you don’t claim a deduction 
in the year it was made, you 
will have to file for a readjust¬ 
ment, which can be a pain,” 


warns Cleo Hamel, senior tax 
analyst at H&R Block Canada. 

3. Tips are not considered in¬ 
come. 

This is an enduring tax myth. 
Anyone earning tips in any 
industry is required to report 
the amount. For servers, tips 
may be as much as 100 to 400 
per cent of their income, de¬ 
pending on the restaurant. “I 
recommend that those in the 
industry set aside 20 per cent of 
all their tips for tax purposes,” 
notes Cleo Hamel. 

In 2011 Revenue Canada tar¬ 
geted restaurant workers in St. 
Catharines, Ont. The average 
additional tax tab was $1,500. 

4. Students get refunds on 
their tuition. 

In order to get a refund, you 
need to have overpaid tax 
during the year. If a student 
does not have taxable income, 
they cannot use their tuition 
and education credits on their 
return. Note: Students can 
transfer up to $5,000 annually 
to a parent, grandparent or 
spouse or they can cany for¬ 
ward credits to use in future 
years. However, tuition must 
be recorded on the return in 
the year it is paid.
